General Reynolds 
(Continued from First Page) 


and everybody who was hungry, knew 
'Solly' Powers, and, of course, they 
had to be invited to dine also. 
No- 


body went hungry at Solomon Pow- 
ers'. 
His wife, Cathurinu, had the 


distinction of sitting on the lap of 
our first president when he called at 
the home of her family in Baltimore. 
Her maiden name was Flemming. He 
gave, her one of the large silver dol- 
lars which were very much in demand 
at that time. 
She, in turn, bought a 


red bandanna handkerchief and gave 
it to an old colored servant in the fam- 
ily at that time. She also helped to 
mould bullets when a young girl for 
the war of 1812. 


"Such was the parentage of these 


war nurse sisters. I doubt if any one 
family had as harrowing experiences 
as the Powers family, especially Mrs. 
McDonnell, who was the only one 
of the sisters married at the time of 
the battle here. She was married to 
John Henry McDonnell and lived in 
the little brick house just 
off Con- 


federate avenue, near the McMillan 
house, owned then and marked in his- 
tory as the 'H. McDonnell house.' 
now tenanted by Bert and Miss Alice 
Williams. 
They had two children— 


William, two and one-half years, and 
Charles, six months. 
Her husband 


was taken prisoner on the first day 
when Reynolds' Corps was retreat- 
ing past the house, and 
was 
held 


back of Round Top until the fourth 
day of July, when he was identified 
by some of the farmers 
who 
knew 


him and he was released. 
He re- 


returned home to find everything in 
confusion. 


'Not knowing where his wife or 


children were during the three days' 
fight, he expected to find them at 
the Powers home. He went there and 
a happy reunion of the family took 
place, mother not knowing whether 
she would ever see her husband again. 


"When he arrived 
at the Powers 


home, he found everything 
in 
con- 


fusion. 
Twenty-eight wounded sol- 


diers were in the cellar, with the 
whole Powers family, and back in the 
corner of the cellar, curtained off, he 
found his sister, Mrs. Susan Mc- 
Elroy. 
She had been driven out of 


her home at the end of Chambersburg 
street and running- up the street, she 
was discovered by Solomon 
Powers 


who took her to his heme where 
it 


was discovered she had the small pox 
—the only case in town. It must have 
been the hand of Providence that kept 
any in that cellar from contracting 
the disease. 


"Here are mother's words to a re- 


porter of 
the 
Philadelphia North 


American on Sunday, June 30, 1912: 


" 'There i.- nothing unusual in what 


we did for our boys. We would have 
boon hard-hearted, indeed, if we had 
not done everything in our 
power, 


even if it cobt us our 
lives, for 
a 


more appreciative and loyal lot of 
boy? could not be 
found 
anywhere. 


Every one was a gentleman, and not 
once in all my ministering to 
the 


wounded did I ever hear one word out 
of the way. I had two children at the 
time of the battle and closed my home 
and went to my parents in the other 
end of the town on High street. We 
had several cows and I returned to 
my house every day and milked them 
and gave the milk to the wounded 
soldiers. You cannot imagine how 
glad those boys were to get that milk. 
Yes, it was a risk for me to go near 
those cows, as my home was a regu- 
lar target for the enemy, and I after- 
wards found seven shells in the walls. 
You 
can 
imagine 
how 
busy 
my 


mother, my sisters and I were, when 
I tell you that we had 
28 of 
the 


wounded soldiers in our 
own home 


and, besides attending to them, we 
were in the Catholic church night and 
day caring for the men there.' 


'"'Mother didn't tell the 
reporter 


that she didn't milk those cows after 
the battle because they had disap- 
peared, along with four nice fat hogs 
and about 100 chickens. They made 
food for the Confederate soldiers who 
had possession of the place. Mother 
didn't tell the reporter all she knew 
and very reluctantly told us. 
I will 


give you a few of the 
experiences. 


With her two children she had much 
difficulty getting through the Con- 
federate lines. 
As you know, the 


Confederates got possession of Semi- 
nary Ridge the evening of the first 
day and held it. She had to get a 
pass to go through the 
lines. 
The 


younger of the children, Charles, has 
the distinction, probably, of being the 
only child who was carried through 
the lines of battle by a Confederate 
lientenant, for such was the 
case. 


Little Charles was carried all the way 
to the Powers home by this Confed- 
erate lieutenant, with a pass, and that 
pass was good for my mother to go 
back and forward. 
Charles L. Mc- 


Donnell is now living on 
Chambers- 


burg street, Gettysburg. 


"Another incident worthy of note 


contradicts historians and the guides 
as well, to the effect that Gen- 
eral Reynolds was instantly killed. 
My mother saw him carried right 
past her door on a stretcher and she 
said she saw him breathe and heard 
him moan, and she said his men cried 
like children, for 
they dearly loved 


Reynolds. 


"Of the other sisters two of them 


married men who learned the trade 
with their father.. 
J. W. Flaharty 


married May Powers. 
David Smith 


married Virginia Powers. Minnie,' as 
she was familiarly known, had a most 
peculiar experience as a nurse.. 
Of 


the 28 wounded in the house, several 
had died. 
Among them was a man 


by the name of Reynolds, a captain, 
I believe. 
He was being carried out 


on a stretcher. She had nursed him 
and liked him for his manliness. 
As 


he was passing by her, she, crying, 
gave him what she thought was the 
last look, when she discovered 
his 


eyelids twitching. She screamed and 
fell on the 
stretcher 
in hysterics. 


The soldiers carrying him took him 
back to his cot, called the doctor, and 


she nursed him back to health. 
It 


looked like a war romance, he return- 
ing on two occasions and urging her 
to be his,wife, tut she had already be- 
trothed herself to David Smith, whom 
she married later. Captain Reynolds 
made his last visit to Gettysburg in 
1913 and since then nothing has been 
heard of him. The younger of the sis- 
ters, Lydia Powers, married John W. 
Tipton, a veteran barber of Gettys- 
burg 
whom 
everybody 
knew 
as 


'Boss' Tipton. 


"Much might be written about Miss 


Alice Powers,, who 
for 
forty-nine 


years taught school in Adams county, 
and who for more than thirty yeare 
was primary teacher in Gettysburg. 
Many of our business people of town 
today received their first instruction 
from her. 
As a nurse, the late Mrs. 


SalHe Stuart said, it was hard to find 
one so kind and 
patient

'Ally' 


Powers. She was known far and wide 
for her philanthropic deeSs and kind- 
nesses."

"Spiritual matters have been pic- 


tured ty emblems for many centuries. 
The ancient Catacombs as well as our 
modern churches arc full of emblems, 
which are but pictures expressive of 
religious meaning. We are familiar 
with the cross expressing suffering, 
the crown meaning: victory, the anchor 
meaning faith, the Greek letter alpha 
meaning the beginning and the Greek 
letter omega -meaning the end. 


Bible Uses Imagery 


"The Bible uses imagery of this 


sort to convey spiritual facts. 
The 


Vine and the Branch, the Good Shep- 
herd, the Lamb of God, the Sower and 
the Reaper, a hen gathering her 
chicks under her wings are all em- 
blem's from nature presenting pic- 
tures to illustrate spiritual facts. 


"The being of God is thus pictured 


for us. He is called a Rock, a High 
Tower, a Shield, a Keeper, a Sun; and 
in the text He is called a Shade. Not 
only does the Psalmist thus describe 
God, but the prophets made use of the 
same emblems, see Isaiah 23:4. 


"The sacred writer" Ihed in a hot

To us the sun rarely be- 
comes a burden. In Palestine human 
ingenuity is taxed to fight the scorch- 
ing heat of the sun.

“Occupying the third floor of the 
Insecticide and Fungicide Bureau are 
the laboratories which test all the 
poisons of those two classes used in 
the United States. Killing compounds I 
must toe the mark of the ‘pure poi­ 
son’ act passed by Congress in 1910. 
These laboratories are poison’s best 
friend. 
They helped develop the cal­ 
cium arsenate formula w'hich is the 
hope of the south against the ravages 
of the boll weevil. 
More recently 
they have found 
how to 
adapt 
the 
powerful poison of a beautiful chrys­ 
anthemum for the preparation of a * 
poison gas which is death to pestifer­ 
ous flies but which will not harm 
the higher animals, including humans.

Copper-sulphate will kill a 
hug instantly. 
Chlorine ingratiates

crobes in drinking water, 
In asso­ 
ciation with mercury it is useful in

antiseptic. 
Other good-bad elements 
are sulphur, lead, phosphorous and

is arsenic.

States owes to arsenic for extermi­ 
nating insects, fighting 
fungi,

teria, rats, mice and gophers 
is

| calculable. 
“One recent year more than 14,- 
* IKK),OOO pounds of arsenic was dis- 
I tributed to the country in insecticides 
and fungicides. 
Yet search the coun­ 
try over and you will not 
find 
an 
arsenic mine in 
operation 
although 
the element is common. 
It occurs as 
'a constituent of 130 minerals. 
The 
1 main supplies of arsenic are obtained 
as by-products of American safety 
j engineering and American mines. 
“There 
was at 
time 
when 
the 
smokestack of a smelter devastated 
the countryside round about like the 
! wrath of (owl. 
Irate property own­ 
ers sought protection of the law and 
won damages. 
Mining companies put 
i engineers on the problem and devices 
, have been invented to make a smelter 
las harmless as a grocery.

gineers found that in 
robbing

smelter smoke of its . poisons they 
collected sulphur, 
arsenic and com­ 
pounds which could be marketed. They 
feared at first that dumping quanti­ 
ties of arsenic on tin1 market would 
lower the price to a 
ruinous 
level.

farmer began waking up to the use­ 
fulness of 
poison in his age-old fight 
on insects. 
After twenty years of 
work, Department of Agriculture ex­ 
perts just had found the right ad­ 
justment of calcium

ing concerns could not even catch up
